MAN AND HORSE DROWN 


Sad Accident In Wisconsin River Sun 


-n. 
day Afternoon. 
Body 


Is Recovered. 


Sunday morning at eight o'clock, 


John Hourvoskl, a farm hand em 
ployed by Abraham Layon, mot his 
death bv drowning In the Wisconsin 
River. The man was washing horses 
and one of the animals was also drown- 
ed. The particulars of the accident 
as given to us by Sheriff Dolan are as 
follows: 


Bourvoskl In company with Layon 


had just finished washing one team 
of horses and had brought a second 
team down to the river. Hero Bour- 
voskl desired to show his companion 
how horses were washed In the J'rus- 
slan army, and upon the back of one 
of the animals rode out In tho mid- 
dle of the stream. In some manner 
the horse stumbled and the check 
rein went over his head, catching in 
his front feet and rendering him pow- 
erless. Ho Immediately sank carry- 
Ing Bourvoskl down with him. This 
occurred in llfteen feet of water and 
when the animal came to the surface 
Hgaln, the man was lying on his face 
with his arms around the horse's 
neck, Layon shouted to the man to 
leave the horse and save his own life. 
Bourvoskl, who was an export swim- 
or paid no attention to this warning 
—and It Is thought was probably stun- 
ned by a kick from the Jhorsc. 


Word of the accident was sent to 


this city and a searching party Im- 
mediately started out to drag the riv- 
er. In two hours tho body of tho 
horse arose to the surface and floated 
to shore. About thirty pounds of 
dynamite wore used In an effort to 
raise the man's body but without suc- 
cess. Monday, tho search was again 
resumed and at about one o'clock 
that afternoon tho body was brought 
up by a grappling hook. 


Bourvoskl was forty-eight years of 


ago and a widower. Two children 
reside In Milwaukee. 
Burial was 


made hero Tuesday morning.

Philadelphia Is to have a pageant 


to celebrate 
Founders" 
week 
next 


October, which occasion 
will mark 


th» two hundred and tweuty-tlfth an- 
niversary of the establishment of the 
city of Itrotherly Love, and It Is ex- 
pected that thin gorgeous display will 
attract more attention even than did 
the ceh-bratlon 25 years ago. 
There 


will be. according to the elaborate 
plans which ore being formulated, a 
week of parade* of various kinds, mili- 
tary, naval, civic and those by vari- 
ous societies, but. while each In turn 
will be viewed by admiring throngs, 
the historic pageant really will be the 
Hhow piece. So much Is expected of 
It by those who have It In charge that 
they proudly announce that It will 
bo the first historic pageant ever seen 
in tho United States. 
Of course by 


that Is Intended that this will surpass 
all that have gone before. 


Details of this Imposing show are 


not available at this time, which Is 
five months before the event, but suf- 
ficient Is known to predict a proces- 
sion of much magnificence and of 
greater historical accuracy In the mat- 
ter of costumes than has been hereto- 
for« seen In processions In this coun- 
try. 
At present tho programo pro- 


vldes for 40 floats and about C.OOO 
characters properly costumed to rep- 
resent tho times portrayed by the 
pageant, which will 
comprise quite 


threo centuries, beginning with tho In- 
dians and continuing 
through 
the 


Dutch, Swedish and finally the Eng- 
lish regime on the Delaware. 


There will be floats representative 


of the principal historic Incidents con- 
nected with Philadelphia since tho ar- 
rival of Penn In 1CS2. These will In- 
clude the landing of tho proprietary 
governor, the making of the treaty 
with the Indians nt Shackamaxon, the 
early life and manners of tho col- 
onists, tho beginning of tho revolution 
In Philadelphia and the revolutionary 
period In the city, together with Heats 
showing the Liberty Hell and Jeffer- 
son writing the Immortal Declaration 
of Independence. The bell, of course, 
will appear In proprln persona. 


A pleasing feature of tills part of 


the pageant will be details of conti- 
nental troops. The famous Troop of 
Horse, now known a« the First City 
troop, will be shown escorting Wash- 
ington through the city, and It Is ex- 
pected that Homo of the original uni- 
forms will be used. Another lloat will 
show Holiert Morris, the financier of 
the revolution, who raised tho neces- 
sary funds to carry on tho war when 
things looked dark for tho Americans; 
and the llattle of Germantown also 
will bo portrayed In tableau. While 
the anniversary of the battle falls on 
October 4. ns that Is the day of the 
beginning of Founders' Week cele- 
bration, the event will not bo cele- 
brated this year until the Cth of the 
month. 


In a similar manner the city during 


the war of 1812 will be treated of In 
educative, and artistic floats. 
It Is In- 


teresting to note that the financier of 
the government In this conflict, as 
was also the case In that of the civil 
war. was a Phlladolphlan. ( In the 
war of 1812 Stephen Glrard 'came to 
the rescue of the country when no In- 
ventor appeared to want Its loan. The 
financier will bo duly commemorated 
by a float. 
The period of the Mexi- 


can war also will be treated by floats. 


The civil war pvrlod will Include sumu 
representation of Jay Cooke, the finan- 
cier of that struggle, and a most Inter- 
esting feature of this part of the pro- 
cession will be details of men, about 
20 each, correctly uniformed to repre- 
sent every one of the 1'blladelplila reg- 
iments which enlisted for the war. 


At this time only the merest outline 


of the extent of the historic pageant 
can be given, but it Is said that the 
cost of this feature of the celebration 
will be not less than JJO.OUO. and that 
estimate, in view of the elaborate pro- 
gram, seems to be conservative. 


As the pageant Is in the hands of a 


committee which numbers about 200 
members, nearly all of them special- 
ists In their particular lines, it Is rea- 
sonable to expect something surpass- 
Ing any pageant ever given In this 
country. 


The contrast between the very high 


character of the pageant next October 
and the one 2." years ago is likely to 
bo striking. The advance made hero 
In all lines of art and decoration and 
not to say knowledge has been such 
during the quarter century which has 
elapsed as to warrant the assertion 
that those who witnessed tho display 
In 1S82 and who see that 
of 
next 


autumn will at once recognize tho 
superiority of-the latter. 


The celebration 
In 
18S2 was ar- 


ranged with as much skill and as 
much art as was then obtainable. It 
was notwithstanding Its enormous de- 
fects the most ambitious display of Us 
kind that had been up to that tlmo 
witnessed In this country. 
Tin* pa- 


geant, however, was not generally re- 
garded as a success. 
In the llrst 


place It was shown at night, and dis- 
plays which now would bo easily ob- 
tainable were not oven Imagined then. 
Tho 37 floats which comprised the pro- 
cession were shown In throe divisions. 
The first of those dealt with the post 
history of Philadelphia. 
The second 


was a sort of Mardl Gras show of tho 
famous women of history 
and 
the 


third an even more foreign addition, 
as It depicted scenes from the life of 
Kama. 


Clearly It was because the Imagina- 


tions of the persons in control could 
not conceive more than ten ideas for 
Philadelphia 
historical 
floats 
that 


these excrescences were brought In. 
They were solely lugged III to length- 
en out the procession, and as was evi- 
dent to every one had nothing to do 
with the landing of Penn.

Notwithstanding the diminishing rev- 
cniies and tho warnings that tho treas- 
ury was facing nn almost certain def- 
Iclt there was no abatement of the 
clamor for appropriations. 
If all the 


appropriations asked for hud 
been 


granted tho government dobt would 
bo multiplied tenfold. "If wo had put 
through one-third of the bills 
that 


wore offered us," siild a 
prominent 


member of the house, "more than a 
century would bo required to straight- 
en out tho conglomerate mass." 


All records were broken by tliD cum- 


ber of bills Introduced during the ses- 
sion. 
Senators and representatives 


came to Washington last fall 
with 


their grips full of bllla. and between 
r.,000 and 
C.OOO were Introduced tho 


first day. 
Among them were several 


dozen currency bills, for In the early 
days of the sessions nearly every legis- 
lator had n panacea for the country's 
financial Ills. The more the members 
studied tho quotitlon tho less they 
seemed tg understand It and In the 
closing weeks few of them would ad- 
mit to expert knowledge of the sub- 
ject. 


The rush of bills kept up all wlt.tor, 


the total number presented In tho two 
branches of congress being 
2!),21G. 


Tim house members Introduced 22,035 
and tho senators 7,180. A great many 
of these measures wore private pen- 
sion bills, only n small percentage of 
which finally became laws. During tho 
llrst session of the Fifty-ninth con- 
gress, which continued live 
weeks 


longer than the recent cession. 9,518 
bills were Introduced In the liuiw» and 
(;,C50 In tho senate. 


All previous records wore broken by 


the senate In tho amount of executive 
business which was transacted. Thir- 
ty-four treaties wore ratified and made 
public, most 
of 
them 
arbitration 


treaties. 
Tho Congressional Record 


will disclose that fewer speeches worn 
made than In times gone by owing to 
Ihe fact that John Sharp Williams In- 
augurated a filibuster several months 
ago. Instead of speeches tho record Is 
filled with roll calls. 
About 45 min- 


utes are required to call and verify 
the roll of the house. There were over 
200 roll calls, most of them on Inconse- 
quential questions like adjournment, 
recess, approval of the Journal, etc,, 
so that tho net results of Mr, Wil- 
liams' dilatory campaign was that 
approximately six days of 24 hours 
ouch were wasted.

politics,

presidents are as 
surely political 


"bouses" ns are tho ward politicians 
who hold their wards In the hollow of 
their hands. 


Some people, good people, too, linvo 


started In to light "bosses," and havo 
ended up by co-operating with thum 
and getting their aid to Improve con- 
ditions In certain districts. 
Fighting 


n political "boss" Is an uphill Job, for 
"the respectables." so-called, are usu- 
ally too busy to give any assistance, 
nnd the "boys" are all with the "boss." 


1 remember a reformer who tried to 


•win out on the presidency of a ward 
club against 
the "boss." 
Ho 
tried 


two years and wan defeated, but tho 
third term ho seemed to be sure of 
miccens. Nearly every one of the 
members of tho club promised him 
aid, and Dugan, as I will call him, had 
high hopes. The night of tho election, 
with 159 members present. Dugan's 
name was put before the club amid a 
storm of applause. His nomination 
was seconded by nt least five addi- 
tional speeches, each a glowing eulogy 
of "Danny Dugan's staunch qualities 
and services to tho party."

are Just as many different "bosses" us 
there are nationalities In 
tho larg" 


cities, for a "boss" Is simply a leader 
for tho time being, and that may be 
for a, few months, n few years or 
longer. 
And some of the most sue- 


ct-Hxful 
of all "bosses," politically 


speaking, havo been Americans. The 
present president of the United States 
Is one of the most masterful of polltl 
cal bosses. Who In his party daro 
openly say him "nay" with any hopu 
of winning out against his rock-rooted 
strength? 


The "boss" In tho cities, however, 


especially tho typical ward "boss," la 
often a man who may bo evolved by 
either accident or design. Sometimes 
a man goes Into the game to help ^ 
friend out, or to satisfy a grudge, nnd 


he glamor of the thing attracts him 
and he stays In. to finally emerge as 
a full-blown "leader," And some one 
>f the young fellows who go Into poll- 
tics deliberately will work on for 
years tu the name ward, growing up 
with tho people who live there. Identi- 
fying himself with them and their'in- 
terests and finally winning the confi- 
dence of his constituents so lastingly 
that they will vote almost to a man as 
hi) wishes. 


A true "boss" both follows nnd 


leads.

from their desires. If his ward has a 
constituency which favors a liberal In-

|H for the "open" Sunday, nnd even 
tho all-night saloon. If necessary. 
Ho 


Is strong on tho subject of "the poor 
man's club" nnd hot against "bluo 
laws" nnd for tho maximum of "per- 
sonal liberty." Incidentally, he favors 
a low license, usually. 


If a "boHs" lives In a Prohibition dis- 


trict he fulminates against "the de- 
mon rum" and points out statistically 
tho ruin wrought by drink. This may 
not prevent 
him 
from 
having his 


"high-balls" at the club, or his cham- 
pagne, at tho political banquets, but 
makes him strong 
with tho voters 


whose support ho seeks. Ho Is on tho 
alert for "blind pigs," or places where 
liquor Is smuggled in and sold secret- 
ly, nnd ho loads delegations to 
tho 


mayor's office and to tho legislatures 
to protest against tho vice of drink- 
ing.

Do business or professional men enter 
into their respective avocations for any 
of tho above reasons? 1 trow not. Tho 
"boss" has one fixed, set Idea, and that 
Is to "get there," as he would express 
It; to accumulate a largo roll of slmo- 
leons and then retire to some respec- 
table residence portion of the city and 
forgot the low, course mob with which 
ho was compelled to associate while 
ho was getting his start. Tho success- 


ful ones do this, and tho unsuccessful 
ones remain at the same old stand, m, 
vlllng tho Ingratitude of the ones who 
"made the riffle" and got away with 
their "bundle." 


Ward "bosses" often combine to ac- 


complish results, and they often cut 
the ground from under one another 
without the slightest compunction. I 
never knew but one "bops" whose 
word was absolutely and entirely to 
bo depended on both as to what ho 
could do, and what lie would do. Ho 
could tell to a certainty about how his 
ward would go, and if ho gave his 
word as to tho delegates he never un- 
der 
any 
circumstances 
broke. He 


was a man of strong likes and dis- 
likes and exceedingly blunt 
In 
his 


way of putting things. 
Hut ho could 


neither be wheedled nor Intimidated. 
The mere fact that he had promised 
tho support of his delegates In n con- 
vention to a certain candidate did not 
determine that he would support that 
candidate at the polls on election. Hut 
Just so far as 
his word 
went, that 


promise was Iron-clad and Irrevocable. 


Time was when a "boss" was to bo 


marked by his reputation for physical 
prowess. 
Hut thoso days are In the 


Here and yellow loaf. Strnngo to say, 
even In the toughest of the "tough" 
wards, tho "leaders" are very seldom 
now men who depend on their "knock 
down and drag out" abilities. 
The 


"boss" of to-day 
aspires 
to 
be 
a 


"dresser" and n wit. not a "slugger." 
Pugilism Is left to its regular expon- 
ents, and though many of tho "bownoa" 
may 
be 
patrons of 
tho 
sparring 


matches, they have given tho rough- 
and-tumble method of tho past 
the 


good-by. nnd 
plume 
themselves on 


smoother plans to achieve success. 


Such a thing aa a conscience Is 


something that no unscrupulous ward 
"boss" will harbor, for to him con- 
science is a dead letter In politics. I3e- 
sides, a "boss" may be In one party 
one year, and on the other side of tho 
fence tho next year. He may support 
a measure at flrst and then "switch" 
and fight it. Expediency Is his watch- 
word, and ho will 
support 
a 
man 


whom he cordially despises If he can 
F,ee advantage to hlmuelf In tho end. 
The. questions of party principles have 
an exceedingly hazy Interest to him, 
for tho claws with which he mingles, 
and the Interests which he represents, 
have no time at all to study political 
economy, and no Inclination towards 
tho ethical side of politics. 


It was a matter of genuine Interest 


to meet the various "bosses," big and 
little, and weigh them and 
analyze 


them as they camo Into my perspec- 
tive. They were always a trllle curi- 
ous as to Just how I happened to be In 
politics, and I am quite certain they 
were decidedly uncertain as to Just 
how I came to be holding down u fair, 
salaried position when I could not de- 
liver delegates; and yet, meeting me 
In the game at every turn, from the 
primaries to the national conventions, 
thoy know I was "keeping casos," a» 
they may have expressed It, and that 
In some mysterious way I must bo of 
somo valuo In tho sum total of ele- 
ments making up political life. 


The question of silent "bosses" and 


talkative "bosses" Is one which has 
been variously reviewed, and tho av- 
erage judgment has been that tu« 
Bllcnt "boss" was the great 
power. 


The fact was that tho "silent" boss 
could talk fast enough when he want- 
ed to, and the talkative boss could 
"stand pat" when ho so desired.

Tho most 
effective combination was tho "Iloss" 
who could talk or keep still as occa- 
sion demanded, and who could neither

silence or speech against his better 
Judgment.

They received us quiet- 
ly enough, and accepted presents of 
beads, etc., but when I and two oth- 
ers wero In one of tho houses, they 
camo and held up a Joint of cooked 
human flesh before me, laughing.

"There was also a canoe full of 


skulls in the river, and many skulls In 
the houses.

Bleeping house 190 yards long, divided 
Into numberless compartments (the 
flat system, evidently)—human bodies 
laid out In tho branches of trees to 
decay, which Is their method of bur- 
lal, and somo strange linages.
